No reasons were specifically set 
out by the Cabinet for its decision. 
However, official sources noted that 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
said in a TV interview a week ago 
that he saw no reason to query 
the ban against the villagers’ re- 
turn, which wads upheld by every 
Chief of Staff in succession. The 
Chief of Staff, RAA David Hlazer, 
who attended yesterday's Cabinet 
session, reviewed the security as- 
pects of the problem. ° 

Reporters at yesterday's Cabinet 
briefing were unable to discover 
whether past and present eecirity 
aspects were explained — and what 
they were. However, ‘Attorney-Gen- 
eral Méir Shamgar, who came to 
the Cabinet briefing to trace the 
legal history’ of the Birim and 
Ikrit episodes, volunteered the com- 
ment that ‘the security situation in 
that part.of the border was worse 
today than two decades ago (when 
Chiefs of Staff kept the villagers 
out on security grounds}.

Soviet spaceship suggested it had 
been able to operate only that 
fong in the inferno of the Venutian 
atmosphere and that nothing more 
was expected of it. . 
: “Operation on the surface was 
the closing phase of the long and 
compiex Venus-8 experiment.” Tass 
said in a report on the four-month 
voyage and Saturday's soft-landing. 
- “As a result data has been ob- 
fained whose deciphering may yield 
unique information concerning the 
history of the formation and phy- 
sical conditions on Venus — one 
of the most enigmatic planets of 
‘ke solar system,” Tass said. 

Dr. Mikhail Marov of the Soviet 

Space Communications Centre said 
Venus-8 broke new ground in space 
éxoloration. 
* "Hor the first time ever, an at- 
tempt has been made to carry out 
Measurements in the atmosphere of 
Venus and land a space ctaft on 
the daylight side of the planet's 
surface,” he said in an interview 
with Tass. “All that we know about 
Venus today refers to the dark 
side.” 

Venus-8's mission included check- 
ing “the nature of the planet's 
rock" as well as measuring the 
temperature, air pressure and at- 
mospheric makeup of the light side 
as compared with the dark side,

SAIGON (AP), — U.S, Air Force 
jets swept over Hanoi and wrecked 
two ὅθ. δότε army supply depots in 
the southern sector of the North 
Vietnamese capital, smashing at 
least 13 warehouses and piles of 
Supple with laser-guided bombs, 
U.S, military spokesmen announced 
yesterday. 3 

More than 30 of the 2,000- 0. 
bombs were beamed onto the Hanoi 
wurchouse facility and Hanol Army 
Supply Depot No. 1 in the first 
Strikes on the two targets since 
the resumption of full-scale bomb- 
ing last April 6, U.S. officials said. 

Less than 20 Air Force Phan- 
toms from a hase in Thailand flew 
through heavy anti-aircraft artii- 
lery and surface-to-air missile tire 
to carry out the strikes on Sa- 
turday. The Air Force said lt lost 
mo planes in the raids, 

U.S. jets from three 7th Fleet 
carriers also launcked heavy strikes 
in the Hanoi-Hatphong heartland,

trucks. The Navy said also it had 
no immediate reports of any of its 
planes being downed. 

North Vietnam charged that the 
raids inside Hanoi and in surround- 
Ing provinces kited and wounded 
“a great number" of civilians aad 
destroyed many economic and: cul- 
tural eatablisiiments. 

Hanol claimed that seven U.S. 
planes were shot down. it said the 
pilot of a Navy 58 Crusader was 
captured but did no: ident:fy him. 
It made no mention of the fate of 
the other crewmen. 

“Not so,” sald one U.S. official 
replying to the charges made by 
the North Vietnamese Foreign Min- 
istry. He said Air Force pilcts hit- 
ting inside: Hanoi reported that the 
laser-gulded bombs were “right on

Land ceiling

NEW DELHI (AP). — Political 
leaders of India’s 21 states decided 
yesterday, at Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's request, to enact legislation 

i the maximum land holding 
for a family at 18 acres. 

The concensus was arrived at after 
a two-day session of the chief min- 
isters of the states with Mrs. Gandhi 
presiding. The chlef ministers agreed 
to enact the necessary legislation in 
thelr respective states before De- 
cember 31 this year. In states where 
there is already 2 land ceiling law, 
it will be amended to attain na- 
tional uniformity. 

This move will blunt ove of the 
main arrows in the Communist ar- 
senal — that under Congress Party 
rule only 2 few had benefited. The 
even distribution of land was one 
of the main planks of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
Congress Party in the recent elec- 
tions In which it was retummed with 
landslide victory.

A spokesman of the Philippines’ 
National Disaster Coordinating Cen- 
tre said more than 136,000 Ibs. of 
medicine and food have been airlift- 
ed from Manila to Clark U.S. Air 
Force Base, 72 kms. north of Ma- 
nila, to some two million homeless 
people. 

The rescue operations involving 
some 2,000 Filipino and American 
troops, ‘in addition -td -more - than 
1,000 volunteer workers ‘from pri- 
vate organizations, went into full 
gear only Saturday due to lack of 
transport and other facilities. 

Officials who looked over the ca-~ 
lamity area on Saturday and yester- 
day estimated crop and property 
damage at about 3,000m. pesos

boosts foreign trade

AUSTRIA'S system of trade dele- 

gations abroad was recently de~ 
scribed by the leading German daily, 
“Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung,” 
as a pioneering achievement in 
sponsoring exports. If may well be 
worth serious study by businessmen 
in this country. 

Contrary to the practice of other 
countries, Austria does not have 
commercial attaches in its embas- 
sies. Instead, it has foreign trade 
delegates who are apnointed, not by 
the Foreign Ministry nor yet by the 
Commerce Munlistry, but by the 
Federal Chamber of Commerce. They 
are therefore not members of the 
diplomatic corps, but representatives 
of economic interests. The difference 
extends even into the financial 
sphere: the trade delegates are 
mainztained, not by the state, but by 
Austrian exporters, who levy 2 spe- 
cial contribution of 0.3 per cent on 
their export proceeds for the pur- 
pose —and consider it worth while. 
It goes without saying that the 
delegates must exert themselves to 
justify the investment. 

The particular characteristics of 
the Austrian system are its eco- 
nomic efficacy and the close link 
maintained between export firms 
and the trade delegates abroad. A 
delegate keeps in touch with the 
embassy in his particular country, 
and occasionally consults his am- 
bassador on questions of policy, but 
he is not subject to diplomatic pro- 
tocol, and as 8 result. has more 
freedom of movement and more 
scope for developing his own initia- 
tive. His duties are not confined to 
observing and assessing the eco- 
nomic situation, to making recom- 
mendations and to acting occasion- 
ally as an intermediary, as is the 
case with commercial attaches. 
Rather, he ts expected to take an 
active part in promoting trade, in 
drawing up orders and contracts, 
even in pressing for payments that 
are overdue. 

Of course, one precondition to the 
successful operation of this system 
was the strong and unified organ- 
ization of Austrian business inter- 
ests within the framework of the 
Federal Chamber of Commerce. This 
is a statutory body, enjoying con- 
siderable autonomy, to which all 
firms active in trade or industry 
must belong (there are separate or- 
ganizations for agriculture and ia- 
bour}. It embraces even state-owned 
industries in so far as they are run 
as separate companies. 

Foreign trade delegates are chosen 


from a rigorously selected list of 
candidates, and undergo a special 

ing, which Includes brief terms 
of practical business experience and 
ends with an examination.

NEW DELHI — 
N Indian bank advertised a few 
weeks ago for 50 junior clerks. 
It received more than_22,000 appli- 
cations, mostly from university 
graduates. This response was not 
surprising. Employers all over India 
are flooded with replies whenever 
they ammounce a vacancy in their 
establishments. Even a job for a 
messenger, doorkeeper or lift at- 
tendant today brings a shoal of 
applications from young men who 
have completed a university course. 
A fair number of them hold degrees 

in engineering or science. 

Unemployment, particularly among 
the educated, is becoming more cri- 
tleal every day. Accurate figures are 
hard to come by, but even those 
that are available are alarming. 
The Department of Labour and Em- 
ployment reports that registered 
job seekers rose from a little more 
than four million in December, 1970, 
to above five million in 12 months. 
The rise in educated unemployed 
over the same period was 26 per 
cent—from 1.82 million to 2.28 
million. 

But official estimates do not in- 
elude the countless self-employed 
and under employed in the villages, 
who. are without work for the great- 
er part of the year. 

Landless peasants 

The bulk of them are landless 
agricultural labourers. An official 
study made seven years ago counted 
8.57 million landless households in 
the countryside. The number of la- 
bourers in these households was 
16.63 million, and the average in- 
come of each househoid was about 
85 dollars a year. 

Rough official estimates put the 
yearly addition to the army of un- 
employed at five million. The ten- 
yearly census held in 1971 showed 
that one-quarter of all the arts and 
science graduates in India were 
looking for jobs. 

The economy is growing today 
at the slow pace of about four per 
cent. Economic experts want this 
pushed up to seven per cent in the 
fifth five-year plan starting in April 
1974 They say this can be done 
only by mobilizing the unemployed 
millions, the nation’s greatest capi- 
tal asset if properly used. And so 
the National Planning Commission 
has decided to make the fifth plan 
“employment oriented," giving 
priority to production that is socially 
necessary. 

The new plan will therefore place 
much emphasis on schemes that will 
fenerate large numbers of jobs in

CHICAGO (AP), — Western tech- 
niques are used with traditional and 
contemporary Chinese methods to 
treat mental ilmeas in China, a 
health worker just back from China 
has reported. 

The combined treatments for men- 
tal iiness include Western medica- 
tions, traditional Chinese herbal 
medicines, insulin, shock and 2 type 
of group therapy involving re-edu- 
¢ation in the principles of Chinese 
Communist Party Chairman Mao 
‘Tse-tung, she said. 

The Chinese also were very ex- 
cited, she said, because they recent- 
ly had found a new point in the ear 
for acupuncture treatment of emo- 
tional depression. 

The health worker — Pat Murchie, 
executive secretary of the Medical 
Committee for Human Rights — 
M.C.ELR. — returned last week with 
15 fellow members of a delegation 
of M.C.H.R. members and officers 
from a 22-day trip to China. 

Visited facilities 

The group visited medical facil. 
ities and factories in 11 cities and 
Tural areas and talked with more 
than 200 Chinese including so-called 
“barefoot” or rural doctors, 1068] 
health department officials, students, 
nurses, dentists, patients, health ad- 
ministrators and farm and factory 
workers. 

Mrs, Murchie and her group vis- 
ited a 100-bed psychiatric wing of 
@ 600-bed general hospital. She said 
that, through her questions, she 
gained the impression that the big- 
gest mental health problem is schizo- 
phrenja, the major mental disease 
throughout the world. 

She said in an interview: "One 
of the directors stated very clearly 
that now, because of socialism, a lot 
of the causes of mental disease 
have been eliminated.” 

Among the vanished mental Π]- 
nesses were those resulting from 
malnutrition, “sex diseases" and un- 
happiness related to the competition 
in a non-socialist society, she said. 

There were no more than ejght 
beds to a room in the psychiatric 
wing, Mrs. Murchie said. Men and 
women patients were separated, and 
there were facilities for isolation of 
difficult patients, she said. 

‘The Chinese are concerned about 
air pollution because they are on 
the brink of industrial development, 
Mrs, Murchie said, and were eager 
to learn from the American health 
workers about what was being done 


in the United States to cope with| | 


the problem. 

“You see all kinds of stuff com- 
ing out of the smokestacks in 
Shanghai,” she sald but pointed out 
that the newer facilities produced 
less pollution. 

Drinking water 

There is still a problem with 
water, she said, and all drinking 
water is boiled. Human waste is 
treated only with aeration. Appar- 
ently no chemicals or heat are used, 
so the incidence of viral hepatitis, 
a liver disease, is high, Mrs. Murchie 
noted,

ways, Mrs. Murchie said, and an 
effort is being made to eliminate

Prof. Yair Mundlak, the Dean of the Hebrew University’s Agri- 
culture Faculty at Rehovot; received his prize for research in 
agricultural economics and econometrics.

In a speech prepared for delivery at yesterday evening's prize- 
award ceremony, the Hon. Jacob Rothschild, son of Lord (Dr. Vic- 
tor) Rothschild, thanked Professor Gershom Scholem and the other. 
members of the board of the Rothschild Prizes Organization for 
their work in selecting the recipients. 

-He went on to say'that the definition of a specialist as some- 
one who knows more and more about less and less until he knows 
everything about nothing “is hardly apposite in Israel where I 
have found more people than in any other country who are cap- 
able of doing two, three or more things, apparently at the same 
time and with the expertise appropriate to each of them. Per- 
haps it is this ability to turn their παπᾶν to so many things that 
has enabled the Israel] people to build up this unique and extra- 

᾿ ordinary country which is a source of pride to them and admi- 
ration and inspiration to others.” 

Mr. Rothschild spoke of the shadow of the tragedy of Aharon 
Katchalsky-Katzir, “a friend of my father and someone respected 
throughout the world, not only for his scientific achievements, to 
which we pay tribute today, but for his intelligence, creativity in 
the widest sense of the word, and for his character and humour 
which made him as good an ambassador for Israel as one could 
hope for. All this is no consolation to Mrs. Katchalsky-Katzir 
but perhaps he did not die in vain because the world's reaction 
to that senseless and malignant exhibition of brutality at Lod 
Airport may, I hope, have some effect of a deterrent nature in 
the future.” :

‘thinking’ lessons

LONDON (Ofns). — 
children may soon have 

as a subject on their 
school timetable, alongside mathe- 
matics, history and geography. A 
research organization in Cambridge 
has just received 2 grant of over 
£25,000 from one of Britain's lead- 
ing charities, the Leverhulme Trust 
Fund, to explore the feasibility of 
teaching “thinking” as a distinct 
subject in its own right to ali chil- 
dren from five to 18. 


The research organization, called 
the Cognitive Research Trust, says: 
“At the moment, education teaches 
8. variety of subjects, and training 
the mind is a by-product. “The pro- 
posed subject of ‘thinking’ will con- 
eentrate deliberately and directly 
on the thinking process.” 

But the Trust does not envisage - 
thinking being taught in its purely ἡ 
orthodox, logical sense. 

Thinking, {t says, will be much 
broader in scope than mathematics, 
which is best at dealing with well- 
defined and measurable situations. 
Mrs. Audrey Davies, the general 
secretary, said: “We tend to think 
nowadays in a more or less logical 
or vertical way. You have to be 
right at each stage in order to 
make further progress on a prob- 
lem. But it is sometimes 2 barrier 
to be right, because this blocks off 
further thought about a problem. 
‘We want to get away from the 
belief that all questions should have 
a Yes or No answer, We want to 
tap the creativity of © children's 
thoughts rather than whether they 
know sets of facts.”

concentrate on stimulating this 


other type of thinking. And, as 
Mrs. Davies points out, information 
in the modern world is easily 
available from all sorts of sources.

Soviet scientist 
‘kidnapped’ after 
meeting Israeli 


LOD AIRPORT. — A top Soviet 
Geneticist, Juares Medvedied, who 
was “kidnapped” by the secret police 
in Kiev on July 2, on the eve of the 
opening of the International Geron- 
tology Congress, had met for a long 
talk with an Israeli scientist one 
day before he disappeared. 

This was reported by members of 
the Israel delegation to the Con- 
gress, who returned from the 
USSR. γι . Dr, Medvediev, 
they said, was invited to take part 
tm the Congress and to speak on 
the biochemistry of aging — his 
area of expertise — but the invita- 
tion was later withdrawn. He came 
to Kiev, the site of the conference, 
anyway, but was removed from there 
to Moscow the secret police 
(KG.B.), after he spent the entire 
morning with Dr. David Gershon of 
the Technion, also a geneticist and 
blochemist. - 


Dr. Medvediev bas become well 
known as a leader of the liberal 
movement in Russia, together with 
people such as Alexander Solzhe- 
nitsyn and Pyotr Yakir. In 1970 he 
was arrested and placed in a mental 
institution, but was released after a 
short stay thanks to widely express- 
ed protests by scientists both within 
Russia and outside it. He wrote a 
book on the state of psychiatry in 
the U.S.S.R. and had it published 
outside the Soviet Union — after 
smuggling it out. He and his brother 
also wrote “Let History Judge,” a 
book which criticizes the Soviet re- 
gime. 

When scientists participating in 
the Congress learned of the “abduc- 
tion" of Dr. Medvediev, they began 
to protest and threatened to cancel 
various sessions, but they were dis- 
suaded by the chairman of the local 
organizing committee. Prof. Zabo- 
triov, who assured them that he 
would act to ensure the geneticist’s 
welfare. Any drastic action by them 
would probably be damaging to him, 
the organizers said. Ttim)

Radio and press announcements 
yesterday that the Insurance Com- 
missioner and the companies had 
agreed on 8 cumulative 30 per cent 
premium increase for drivers under 
24 with less than one year of ex- 
perience were apparently premature. 
An announcement by the Finance 
Ministry spokesman reporting pro- 
gress in the negotiations was 
mistakenly interpreted as indicating 
agreement, The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday. 

The Insurance Commissioner, Dr. 
Ya'acov Picker, said a meeting with 
representatives of the insurance in- 
dustry is scheduled to take place 
in Tel Aviv tomorrow and that 
agreement may be reached then. 

Dr. Yehuda Gruengard, managing 
director of the Migdal-Binyan in- 
surance Company and chairman of 
the Association of Insurance Com- 
panies, told The Post that the ques- 
tion of whether a car owner who is 
under 24 and has less than one 
year’s driving experience pays only 
a 15 per cent or a cumulative 30 
per. cent increase on his premium 
is only a secondary one. The real 
problem concerns the much-larger 
group of drivers in higher age brack- 
ets who allow their sons and 
daughters, or young friends, to drive 
their cara.

vinous! accident record is very high, 
are covered under the car-owner’s 
policy. Thus a father whose 18-year- 
old son causes a 125,000 insurance 
claim is only penalized by having 
the deductible allowance raised from 
IL240 to IL600. 

The insurance companies want to 
be safeguarded against this type of 
risk by having older drivers under- 
take in their policies not to allow 
any other person — including mem- 
bers of their families — to drive 
their vehicle, All policy-holders not 
willing to undertake this should pay 
the 30 per cent increase in pre- 
miums, the companies demand. 

Such a ruling, of course, would 
result in ἃ considerable prercium in- 
crease to the companies and would 
go a jong way to offset the losses 
they say they are incurring at pre- 
sent on thelr automobile underwrit- 
ing. 

Dr. Gruengard said this type of 
policy has been standard in England 
and many other countries for years. 
He failed to point out, however, that 
Israeli drivers whose policy excludes 
all except the insured already enjoy 
a 10 per cent premium reduction. 
This means that car-owners who 
want members of their families — 
including those under 24 and with 
little experience — to drive alreacy 
pay 10 per cent more for this pro- 
tection.
